Jeffrey Saylor, from Bell 
County, ceremonially 
signed a contract to become 
the next superintendent of 
the Estill County School 
District during Thursday 
nights school board 
meeting. 

Saylor said he is very 
excited about coming to 
Estill County, although 
he admitted it is “a little 
hard to pick up roots” and 
move away from his home 
county, where he has served 
in various positions in the 
school system for the past 
30 years. 

Noting that there will 
be “times to make tough 
decisions,” Saylor added 
that he sees no reason why 
Estill County cant be one 


of the top school districts in 
the state. 

“I can promise you this,” 
he said. “I’ll work hard 
every day, and I appreciate 
the unanimous vote.” 

“I felt like I was talking to 
five people Id known all my 
life,” he said, referring to his 
interview with the board. 

Hillard and Lyons 
representative Greg Phillips 
spoke to the board via 
speakerphone regarding the 
districts upcoming bond 
sale on June 23. Phillips 
said interest rates are still 
“very attractive” at 3.5 
percent, and he hopes for 
an even lower rate. (Phillips 
was caught in traffic on 
the interstate following an 
accident and was unable 
to make the meeting in

When an Estill County 
man exited Monty’s liquor 
store parking lot on 
Wednesday, June 17, and 
turned left on River Drive 
from Kirkland Avenue, 
Irvine police officer Aaron 
Curtis noticed that the man 
was not wearing a seat belt. 

After he made the traffic 
stop, Danny L. Abney, 26, of 
1090 Stacy Lane Road, gave 
verbal consent to Curtis to 
search his vehicle. 


A large amount of cocaine 
and heroine was located 
under the passenger bag in 
a green bag. Other items 
in the bag include a needle 
with a syringe and rolling 
papers. 

There were 65 grams of 
cocaine and five grams of 
heroin inside the bag. The 
cocaine was divided into 
eight small baggies, which, 
when police field-tested 
the drugs, they found both 
substances tested positive. 
The drugs had an estimated

street value of $7,000. 

Eight hundred and seven 
dollars and five cents in 
small bills and change were 
also located in the vehicle. 

Ricky Joe Westerfield 
II was a passenger in the 
vehicle during the traffic 


stop. A small baggie of what 
looked to be marijuana was 
located in his pocket. He 
openly stated that he had 
half a joint in his cigarette 
pack, according to the police 
report, and Westerfield was 
charged with possession of 
marijuana. 

Both men were charged 
with trafficking in a 
controlled substance, 


first degree, (cocaine) 
and trafficking in a 
controlled substance, first 
degree (heroin), as well 
as possession of drug 
paraphernalia. Abney was 
also charged with failure to 
wear a seat belt. 

Both Abney and 
Westerfield were released 
on $50,000 cash bonds on 
June 18.

of those burdensome 
regulatory policies that is 
going to be very difficult 
for us to implement,” said 
Starling. 

“To be admitted to 
our hospital you must be 
sick enough to stay at the 
hospital for longer than 
two days, which is the 
two-midnight rule, but 
not too sick that you have 
to stay longer than four 
days, which is the 96-hour 
condition of payment,” she 
told congressional staff. 
“You are jumping through 
regulatory hoops. And 
if you don’t fit into these 
specific parameters, you 
cant be admitted to our 
hospital for care. I don’t 
think you want this to be 
the standard of care for 
patients in rural America.” 

Starling received the 
2013 AHA Shirley Ann 
Munroe Leadership Award, 
which recognizes the 
accomplishments of small 
or rural hospital leaders 
who have improved health 
care in their communities. 

Panelist Christina 

Campos, CEO of 10-bed 
Guadalupe Hospital in 
Santa Rosa, N.M., took aim 
at CMS’s direct supervision 
policy, which requires a 
supervising physician or 
non-physician practitioner 


to be immediately 
available whenever a 
Medicare patient receives 
outpatient therapeutic 
services. CMS in 2009 
characterized the direct 
supervision requirement 
as a “restatement and 
clarification” of existing 
outpatient payment policy 
that had been in place 
since 2001 - a move that 
put hospitals at increased 
risk for unwarranted 
enforcement actions. 

Like the AHA and other 
rural hospital leaders, 
Campos called for setting a 
default standard of general 
supervision for outpatient 
therapeutic services - a 
standard that does not 
require the direct presence 
of a physician. 

“Everybody is asking for 
something more, whether 
it’s electronic medical 
records or the 96-hour rule 
or direct supervision,” she 
noted. “We feel like we are 
dying a death of a million 
paper cuts. We are asking 
to be allowed to do our job 
with the resources we have 
so people get the care they 
need when they need it.” 

Montana Hospital 

Association President Dick 
Brown highlighted the need 
for innovative solutions to 
ensure residents in rurally 
isolated areas continue to 
receive access to care. 

“One of rural America’s 


biggest challenges is getting 
CMS to acknowledge the 
realities of rural health 
care and move forward 
with innovative solutions,” 
he said. “Rural states 
need the opportunity to 
continue to grow their 
own health care programs 
by exploring options 
through demonstrations. 
That means we need the 
flexibility to experiment 
with new ways of providing 
health care.” 

The panelists urged 
Congress to pass important 
rural legislation, including 
the Critical Access Hospital 
Relief Act, H.R. 169/S. 
258, the Protecting Access 
to Rural Therapy Services 
Act, or PARTS Act, H.R. 
1611/S. 257, and the Rural 
Community Hospital 
(RCH) Demonstration 
Extension Act, H.R./S. 607. 
The Critical Access Hospital 
Relief Act would remove 
the 96-hour physician 
certification requirement as 
a condition of payment; the 
PARTS Act would adopt a 
default standard of general 
supervision for outpatient 
therapeutic services; and 
the RCH Demonstration 
Extension Act would extend 
for five years a program that 
enables rural hospitals with 
fewer than 51 acute-care 
beds to test the feasibility of 
cost-based reimbursement.

Protect our nominators, our food supply

Wildflowers are flourishing along 
roadsides and in meadows all 
across the county this time of year. 

I love the look of Queen Annes 
Lace and blue chicory daisies and 
day lilies, but their value extends 
beyond their appearance. 

Unfortunately, many see 
wildflowers as mere weeds and 
their mission is to eradicate them. 

I say it is unfortunate, because 
when we destroy the habitat and 
food sources of our most common 
pollinators: birds, bees, bats, 
beatles and butterflies, we are 
hindering nature’s way of insuring 
that humans also have a food 
supply. 

According to a publication from 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, three-fourths of the 
world’s flowering plants depend on 
pollinators to produce. 


Approximately one in three bites 
of the food we eat exists because of 
pollinators. 

Busy bees hovering around our 
flowers, whether wild or cultivated, 
aren’t just sipping nectar, they are 
doing the very important work of 
spreading pollen. 

If they didn’t, plants couldn’t 
reproduce-and we’d be in trouble. 

This year, June 15 through 21 has 
officially been named “National 
Pollinator Week.” The United States 
Senate began observing National 
Pollinator Week seven years ago 
when they designated a week in 
June to addressing the decline of 
pollinator populations. 

Our modern world poses great 
threats to our pollinators. Clearing 
of fields and industrial farming 
practices of spraying crops create 
the perhaps unintended but 
harmful circumstance of harming 
pollinators. 

Fortunately, there are some 
things we can do. 

Farmers, it’s okay to leave some 
areas of your farm un-mown. 

That doesn’t make you a bad 
farmer; it makes you a good 
farmer. Remember, no pollinators, 
no crops. 


It’s a good idea to spare 
milkweed, in particular, which 
grows naturally and plentifully in 
undeveloped areas of the county. 
Monarch butterflies, also very 
important pollinators, cannot 
survive without milkweed. 

If spraying absolutely must be 
done, do it very early, before 8 
a.m., when bees aren’t as active. 

Plant dogwood, cherry, willow, 
plum, and poplar trees, as well as 
blueberries to provide nectar early 
in the spring. 

Mindful plantings in urban 
landscapes can provide not only 
beauty but benefits to pollinators. 
Some of the best flowering plants 
to attract butterflies include black- 
eyed susans, tall phlox, butterfly 
bush, asters, purple cone flower 
and verbena. Note that some of 
these grow wild-another reason 
not to mow or spray everything. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture sponsors conservation 
programs designed to help farmers 
protect pollinators. A grant 
issued through the Conservation 
Stewardship Program (CSP) helps 
fund pollinator cover by paying for 
part of the cost of seeding native 
wildflowers and grasses. 


Some landowners throughout 
Kentucky are already developing 
field borders in which they 
sow native grasses such as little 
bluestem, side-oats grama, and 
Virginia wild rye. 

Wildflowers typically sown in 
plots or borders include black- 
eyed susan, purple coneflower, 
grey-headed coneflower, bergamot, 
Ohio spider wort, rigid goldenrod, 
and varieties of aster. 

Sam Miller, with the local 
Natural Resources Conservation 
Service office, said in order to 
apply for the cost share grant, 
farmers need to be sure they have 
a farm ID number from the Farm 
Services Agency in Richmond 
before they apply. 

Miller said the 2015 money has 
been spent, but applicants can 
begin applying for 2016 funds. The 
cost-share pays for 75 percent of 
seeding costs to establish the plots. 

Everything in nature is 
connected and serves a purpose. 
We need to pay attention and take 
good care of the resources the good 
Lord has given us, so they may 
continue to take care of us.

Meyer: Conservation, crop 
insurance and tax dollars

The federal crop 
insurance program 
provides an agricultural 
safety net, and crop 
insurance premium 
subsidies were created to 
increase usage of these 
risk management tools. 
The federal government 
subsidizes, on average, 62 
percent of crop insurance 
premiums annually. 

Crop insurance 
guarantees income year 
after year, but does not 
require much at all in 
terms of good soil and 
water conservation. And 
nothing in the federal 
crop insurance program 
prevents or discourages 
the increased planting 
of marginal land or land 
that is unsuitable for 


row cropping in order to 
increase insured acres. And 
crop insurance policies 
will ultimately guarantee 
revenue on every acre, 
regardless of how large the 
operation grows. 

Congress took money out 
of programs that support 
conservation such as the 
Conservation Stewardship 
Program, all in the name 
of budget cuts. But, at 
the same time, they spent 
$58.7 billion (from 2003- 
2012) on crop insurance 
premium subsidies and 
administrative and loss 
reimbursements for 
insurance companies like 
Wells Fargo, which had 
$1.4 trillion in assets in 
2013, and Ace, which had 
a $2.7 billion net income in 
2012. 

It begs the question, 
why put money toward 


conserving the soil and 
water we rely on for food 
when so much money 
goes into a crop insurance 
system that neither requires 
nor encourages efforts to 
protect and conserve our 
soil and water. 

America needs to 
reexamine the federal crop 
insurance subsidy program, 
and call for reforms that 
protect the soil and water 
we all depend upon.

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Robinson’s Legislative Update

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 

FRANKFORT, KY - Last week, 
as the chair of Veterans, Military 
Affairs and Public Protection, 

I attended three ceremonial 
bill signings at the Governor’s 
office. The bills will help benefit 
veterans and military personnel 
as well as their families. I also 
spent time meeting with the staff, 
and reviewing updates on interim 
committee activity. 

Regarding interim meetings, 
earlier this month, my 
colleagues and I who serve on 
the Interim Joint Committee on 
Transportation, were updated on 
the bipartisan legislation from 
this years General Assembly and 
how it has stabilized Kentucky’s 
road fund. 

House Bill 299 is the legislation 
that froze the state gas tax at 26 
cents per gallon through next 
fiscal year. This year, the tax 
dropped to 2010 levels which 
benefits the consumer, and also 
was held from dipping lower, 
which was critical for the state’s 
roads and infrastructure budget. 


The committee heard 
testimony from Deputy Secretary 
of Transportation Russ Romine 
citing figures from the Governor’s 
Office of Economic Analysis 
that show $126 million will be 
preserved for the remaining fiscal 
year and all of next fiscal year. 

Citing another legislated 
funding mechanism, 
Transportation Secretary 
Mike Hancock said House Bill 
510, also passed late in the 
session, authorized a one-time 
expenditure of $7.8 million 
for county and municipal road 
departments. The legislation’s 
primary purpose was to 
minimize the impact to the 
county and municipal road-aid 
program. 

In other legislative news, 
many of the laws-those without 
emergency clauses such as the 
heroin bill- passed in this year’s 
session will go into effect on June 
24.1 have provided a sample of 
the 98 bills that will become law 
on that date. 

•Child abuse. SB 102 will allow 
a death caused by intentional 
abuse to be considered first- 
degree manslaughter. 

•Drug abuse. HB 24 will 
prevent youth from misusing 
certain cough medicines to 
get high -- sometimes called 
“robotripping” - by restricting 
access to medicines that 
contain dextromethorphan. 

The bill will prevent sales of 


dextromethorphan-based 
products, such as Robitussin-DM 
or Nyquil, to minors. 

•Drunk driving. SB 133 will 
expand the use of ignition 
interlocks for people caught 
driving under the influence of 
alcohol. An ignition interlock 
is a device about the size of a 
mobile phone that is wired into 
the ignition system of a vehicle. 

A person convicted of driving 
under the influence must blow 
into the device in order to start 
their vehicle. If they have a 
measurable amount of alcohol in 
their system, the vehicle will not 
start. 

•Early childhood development. 
HB 234 will require early child 
care and education programs to 
follow a state quality-based rating 
system. 

•Emergency responders. SB 
161 will authorize the governor 
to order that U.S. flags be lowered 
to half-staff on state buildings if a 
Kentucky emergency responder 
dies in the line of duty. 

•End-of-life care. SB 77 will 
allow Kentuckians to use a 
health care directive known as 
a “medical order for scope of 
treatment.” These orders spell out 
patients’ wishes for end-of-life 
care. Unlike advance directives, 
the orders are considered to be 
physician’s orders and are signed 
by both the patient or patient’s 
legal surrogate, and the patient’s 
physician. 


•Hunters. SB 55 will ensure 
that game meat can be donated 
to not-for-profit organizations to 
feed hungry people as long as the 
meat was properly field dressed 
and processed and is considered 
disease-free and unspoiled. 

•Kentucky Employees 
Retirement System. HB 62 will 
make sure the agencies that want 
to leave the Kentucky Employees 
Retirement System pay their part 
of the system’s unfunded liability. 

•Newborn health screening. SB 
75 will require newborn health 
screenings to include checks for 
Krabbe Disease, an inherited 
disorder that affects the nervous 
system. 

•Spina bifida. SB 159 will 
require health care providers to 
give information about spina 
bifida and treatment options to 
parents whose unborn children 
have been diagnosed with the 
disorder. 

•Stroke care. SB 10 will 
improve care for stroke victims 
by requiring the state to make 
sure local emergency services 
have access to a list of all 
acute stroke-ready hospitals, 
comprehensive stroke centers, 
and primary stroke centers in 
Kentucky. Emergency medical 
services directors would be 
required to create protocols for 
assessment and treatment of 
stroke victims. 

•Tax check-offs. SB 82 will 
place check-off boxes on tax 


forms to give people getting state 
income tax refund the option 
of donating a portion of their 
refund to support child cancer 
research, the Special Olympics or 
rape crisis centers. 

•Telephone deregulation. HB 
152 was aimed at modernizing 
telecommunications and allowing 
more investment in modern 
technologies by ending phone 
companies’ obligations to provide 
landline phone services to 
customers in urban and suburban 
areas if they provide service 
through another technology, such 
as a wireless or Internet-based 
phone service. However, while 
rural customers can keep landline 
phones they already have, newly 
constructed homes in rural areas 
won’t be guaranteed landline 
services.

Jed, Ellie Mae, and fish tales

My 

stories 

are fewer and farther between 
now, as it’s harder to write about 
things that I haven’t already told 
about. 

At first, it was memories of my 
childhood days, then some about 
our children when they were 
growing up. The first four were 
born pretty close together, each 
about two years apart (or less). 

Our youngest son, Brent, came 
along when the others were 17, 
15, 13 and 11, so he got a lot of 
attention from all of us. 

When he was about five years 
old, our friend and neighbor 
from Murphy’s Ford Rd. gave us 
a small billy goat that was black 
and white. He was a pet, and 
Brent helped feed him with a 
bottle. 

Some dogs got into our 
neighbor’s other goats, so he gave 


us a nanny goat that was a little 
bigger. She was gentle and also a 
pet and was light reddish tan in 
color. 

I named them Jed and Ellie 
Mae after the Beverly Hillbillies. 
Ellie became my close friend and 
would raise up and lightly put her 
front hooves on my shoulders. 

She would also come up the front 
steps and look at us thru the 
picture window on the porch. 

Jed was a lot different because 
he would shake his head and 
threaten to butt any of us. When 
he got bigger, the boys would 
prank with him, and Brent would 
him over the head with a gourd 
or a milk jug. He only shook 
his head and kept coming. They 
tied him up with a rope or chain 
to let him graze and he would 
get tangled up and have to be 
untangled. Ellie could just run 
free and wasn’t much trouble. We 
kept them for awhile and gave 
them back to their former owners 
to sell. I missed Ellie, but not Jed 
much. He was getting too ornery. 

Our son, Stuart, has Boer goats 
now and has raised them for a 
long time but doesn’t have as 
many as he used to have. He also 
has a horse named Clover, two 
dogs and two cats. 


One of our neighbors down the 
road has some llamas. They are 
good to protect livestock from 
coyotes or stray dogs. I have 
heard that llama meat is good 
to eat, but I wouldn’t want to eat 
one. They sort of remind me of 
a camel, only a lot prettier. Some 
people also have donkeys to chase 
away wild animals. Guess if they 
brayed, they would scare them 
away. 

As I said before, we live near the 
Station Camp Creek, so a lot of 
fishing has gone on here through 
the years, although not much by 
my husband. He has never liked 
to fish very much-too boring 
when they aren’t biting. But one 
summer, he went on a fishing/ 
camping trip with a brother-in- 
law and a niece’s husband for 
two days and nights. They came 
from South Fork down to our 
house in a boat. I think they 
caught enough fish to fry for their 
suppers. 

The ones who liked to fish the 
most were our boys’ two uncles, 
Clyde and Ed-and they fished a 
lot. They caught sunfish, red eye, 
bluegill, perch, bass, catfish, or 
those big ones that look like small 
sharks-pike or muskie. 

They fished for those from a 


boat, but they were hard to get 
in because they were so big and 
broke the line a lot. Our boys 
learned to like to fish from them 
and when Brent was small, he 
fished with them a few times, but 
they weren’t too happy when he 
got noisy. 

He still likes to fish and can 
catch them almost every time. 

He also likes to hunt deer, wild 
turkey, and squirrels and is pretty 
good at that too. 

Most every spring, the fish 
and game people would release 
a bunch of rainbow trout from 
the hatchery up above our house 
at the low-water bridge and a 
lot of people would come up to 
catch them. Now those are the 
best kind of fish to catch, because 
you can use whole kernel corn 
instead of worms for bait. I 
always did dread to bait my hook 
with worms. I haven’t fished very 
much, either. 

The guys always liked to gig for 
fish (my husband too) and they 
would get white suckers, black 
suckers and red horse. 

The black ones don’t have as 
many little bones, so they are my 
favorite. We like fish to eat and 
our boys share theirs’ with us, 
and we buy some too. I fry them 


crispy brown (and bake some 
kinds for myself with seasonings, 
lemon juice and bread crumbs 
on top in a pan with canola oil). 
They are good. 

The side dishes we like include 
fried or baked potatoes, greens 
or sour kraut, coleslaw, and 
banana peppers split in half with 
cream cheese spread on them and 
wrapped in bacon then baked in 
a pan. 

I always sprinkle ours with hot 
sauce. Bake cornbread or fry a 
hoecake and you have yourself a 
good meal. Take your choice of 
side dishes. 

I’m glad our Creator made the 
oceans and rivers and creeks and 
fish. Fish were a common food 
in the Bible days and are good for 
you. 

I’m also glad the water in the 
creek up here is still pure and 
not polluted like some places. I 
wish the waters in the rivers and 
oceans everywhere could be pure 
once again. 

Water is so important for our 
survival. Let’s all keep trash away 
from water sources and take 
better care of the beautiful earth 
and waters made for us to enjoy. 

Be safe this summer-on the 
land or in the water!

This report is designed to inform the public about the quality of water and services provided on a daily basis. Our commitment is to provide our customers with a 
safe, clean, and reliable supply of drinking water. We want to assure that we will continue to monitor, improve, and protect the water system and deliver a high 
quality product. Water is the most indispensable product in every home and we ask everyone to be conservative and help us in our efforts to protect the water source 
and the water system. 

We purchase water from Beech Fork Water Commission. Their raw water source is surface water from the Red River. The overall susceptibility to contamination is 
generally moderate. However, there are a few areas with high susceptibility ratings which are of concern. The airport at Stanton has a high susceptibility rating and 
is a potential contaminant source because of on-site chemical and fuel storage. Additionally, sixteen bridges or culverts are also located near the intake.There are 
numerous activities of moderate concern which increase the potential for pollution such as: wastewater discharges, row crops, sewer lines, hazardous chemical users 
and fuel storage. Activities and land uses within the watershed can pose potential risks to your drinking water. These activities, and how they are conducted, are of 
interest to the entire community because they potentially affect your health and the cost of treating your water. The completed source water assessment can be 
reviewed at the Bluegrass Area Development District in Lexington.

Information About Lead: 

Maximum Contaminant Level (MCL) - the highest level of a contaminant that is allowed in drinking water. 
MCLs are set as close to the MCLGs as feasible using the best available treatment technology. 

Maximum Contaminant Level Goal (MCLG) - the level of a contaminant in drinking water below which there is 
no known or expected risk to health. MCLGs allow for a margin of safety. 

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level (MRDL) - the highest level of a disinfectant allowed in drinking water.

Not Applicable (N/A) - does not apply. 

Parts per million (ppm) - or milligrams per liter, (mg/1). One part per million corresponds to one minute in two 
years or a single penny in $10,000. 

Parts per billion (ppb) - or micrograms per liter, (pg/L). One part per billion corresponds to one minute in 2,000 
years, or a single penny in $10,000,000. 

Parts per trillion (ppt) - one part per trillion corresponds to one minute in 2,000,000 years, or a single penny in 
$10,000,000,000. 

Parts per quadrillion (ppq) - one part per quadrillion corresponds to one minute in 2,000,000,000 years or one 
penny in $10,000,000,000,000. 

Picocuries per liter (pCi/L) - a measure of the radioactivity in water. 

Millirems per year (mrem/yr) - measure of radiation absorbed by the body. 

Million Fibers per Liter (MFL) - a measure of the presence of asbestos fibers that are longer than 10 micrometers. 
Nephelometric Turbidity Unit (NTU) - a measure of the clarity of water. Turbidity has no health effects. However, 
turbidity can provide a medium for microbial growth. Turbidity is monitored because it is a good indicator of the 
effectiveness of the filtration system. 

Variances & Exemptions (V&E) - State or EPA permission not to meet an MCL or a treatment technique under 
certain conditions. 

Action Level (AL) - the concentration of a contaminant which, if exceeded, triggers treatment or other requirements 
that a water system shall follow. 

Treatment Technique (TT) - a required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in drinking water. 

If present, elevated levels of lead can 
cause serious health problems, especially 
for pregnant women and young children. 
Lead in drinking water is primarily from 
materials and components associated with 
service lines and home plumbing. Your 
local public water system is responsible 
for providing high quality drinking water, 
but cannot control the variety of materials 
used in plumbing components.

Tobacco and radon: A deadly combination 


The combination of tobacco 
smoke and high radon levels 
increases Kentuckians risk of 
getting lung cancer by a factor 
of 10. 

Combined exposure to 
tobacco smoke and radon, an 
odorless gas that comes from 
small amounts of radioactive 
minerals in limestone bedrock, 
contribute to increased risk of 
lung cancer for Kentuckians. 

Not only do high smoking 
rates and lack of smoking bans 
expose Kentuckians to high 
levels of tobacco smoke, the 
state’s laws don’t require testing 
and monitoring of radon, 
Elizabeth Adams notes in 
a University of Kentucky news 
release that gives this warning: 
“The risk of lung cancer 
increases 10-fold when a 
person is exposed to both high 
levels of radon and tobacco 


smoke.” She gives two steps to 
reduce the risk: 

Reduce exposure to second- 
and third-hand smoke. Do 
not allow smoking in your 
home or car, and ask smokers 
who go outside to smoke 
need to cover their clothes 
with a jacket before returning 
inside, or they will bring third 
hand smoke in with them. Of 
course, quitting smoking is the 
best way to protect your health 
and the health of your family. 

Test your home for radon 
every two years. One can 
often obtain a free test kit 
from the health department 
or purchase one at a home 
improvement store. Renters 
can ask their landlord about 
radon testing. If the radon level 
reaches 4.0 or above, a radon 
mitigation system will become 
necessary. Opening windows 


or increasing ventilation won’t 
solve the problem. Instead, call 
a certified radon mitigation 
company. 

If someone living in your 
house smokes cigarettes, 
cigars or pipes, you might be 
eligible to participate in a UK 
research study examining the 
combined effects of smoke 
and radon. To learn more
